to 
order. 
Much 
attentio n has been paid to the con­ 
test which has been waging in this 
state o ver the selection of delegates 
to the national convention, and every­ 
body expected the w arm est kind of a 
fight, and of co urse they all wanted to 
see it. 
Reside the 1.439 accredited 
delegates there wer 0 ell most as many 
others who had been defeated in coun­ 
ty co ntests who came expecting pos­ 
sibly tc be seated as the result of 
many co ntests which had been filed 
before 
the 
credentials 
committee. 
Most of the alternates aiso had seized 
the oppo rtunity to witness w hat prom­ 
ised to be a real 
Kilkenny affair, 
hence there was small chance fo r the 
mere onlooker to find a place in the 
histo ric old convention hall. 
Hun­ 
dreds of these, however, managed to 
squeeze in, literally packing the hall 
to its farthest gallery. 
The Taft par­ 
tisans and the Roosevelt partisans 
seemed abo ut equally stro ng in lung 
power, and the alternate cheers of the 
rivai claimants created a din such as 
seldom has been heard in th at place 
of ingathering. 
At the ho ur of convening there was 
no longer any question that Mr. Roos­ 
evelt’s m anagers were co ntemplating 
a bolt and the selection by a rum p con­ 
vention of a co ntesting delegation. 
About 
the 
Roosevelt 
headquarters 
no thing had been heard except denun 
ciations of the metho ds of T aft’s sup­ 
po rters in the selection of delegates 
and the threat to hold a separate con­ 
vention. after the co mmittee on cred 
entials had seated the Taft delegates. 
This purpo se was further testified to 
by the fact that atto rneys in the em ­ 
ploy of the Roosevelt m anagers for 
hours had been busy making out affi­ 
davits for delegates who claimed that 
they were chosen but defrauded out of 
their rights. 
On the face of the exact 
returns from all the conventions and 
primaries Taft had 8 23 delegates in 
the convention 
and 
Roosevelt 
606. 
There were co ntested seats ranging 
from 1 to 20 in num bers of counties 
and the co ntestants all came here 
making claims of fraud. 
No wonder 
there was interest in the meeting, and 
no wonder the crowd was looking for 
a fight. 
The program as “doped o ut” 
in advance has it that after the regu­ 
lar convention, controlled by friends 
of President Taft, has elected Charles 
W. Fairbanks, H arry S. New, Jam es 
E. W atso n and Jo seph D. Oliver of 
South Bend as the regular delegates 
at large to the national convention, as 
planned, the defeated Roosevelt men 
will hold a rump convention in Tom 
linson hall and select Albert J. Bever­ 
idge, Edwin M. Lee, Fred Landis of 
Lo ganspo rt and Orin 
D. Brown of 
Terre H aute as their choice for dele­ 
gates at large, in o rder to be able to 
carry a co ntest to the natio nal conven­ 
tion. 
Edwin M. Lee, the Roosevelt m ana­ 
ger in this state, declined to make any 
statem ent for publication in regard to 
plans for the convention, o r to say 
anything abo ut what their strength 
would be on the floor, but H arry S. 
New, Republican national co mmittee­ 
m an and Taft m anager for Indiana, 
made the following statem ent: 
“There is no question in the world 
that the friends of President Taft will 
control the convention, with a m ajo r­ 
ity of at least 150 delegates. 
I am not 
claiming anything that I am not sure 
we have v,r,n. 
This will mean that 
President Taft will get tw enty dele­ 
gates sure in Indiana, with a possi­ 
bility of twenty-two.” 
Will F. Wood of Lafayette acted as 
tempo rary chairman cf the convention 
a ni in add'easing the delegates con­
